(a) To make an assessment of the present stage of development of the printing 

industry and to consider measures necessary for further growth of the indus¬ 
try on modern lines; 

(b) To assess the requirements of the printing industry in respect of plant and 

machinery/spares, printing inks, papers and other materials, and to recom¬ 
mend measures for organised development of the related industries to meet 
the requirement of printing industry; 

(c) To examine the present norms of consumption and efficiency and to suggest 

measures for reducing wastage and for obtaining higher efficiency in the 
operations of the printing industry. 

(d) To recommend measures for improvements in the lay-out and quality of 

printing, for achieving the requisite standards in respect of styling and 
designs, with a view to make the printed material attractive and aesthetically 
appealing, particularly in respect of publicity, advertising, and mass com¬ 
munication material, literature for children, export promotion literature and 
other similar special types of printed material, 

(e) To examine the needs of the printing industry in terms of various types of 

specialised and skilled manpower and to recommend measures for strengthen¬ 
ing the training facilities; 1 

(f) To advise on any other matter relating to the Industry, which may be referred 

to the Panel by the Central Government.
